This school was taught the three terms by Miss Eliza 
J. Webster. The discipline was good, and the pupils 
appeared interested in their studies, and a commendable 
improvement was manifested in the various branches, at 
the closing examination.

Miss Abbie A. Pease has had charge of this school 
the entire school year. Her discipline has been such, 
that ihe school uniformly, has been found in good order.
